SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Board thought the film was a light-hearted drama with elements of warm humour. 

Although there is sexual material and coarse language in the film, it did not come 
within the ambit of objectionable within the meaning of the Act. 

The sexual material and coarse language in the film were only given sufficient screen 
time to keep the plot moving along. It is very much part of the fabric of the story and 
was not presented as an end in itself and was not a dominant feature. The dominant 
effect of the film was to portray real life situations and to affirm ultimately the positive 
human values of compassion, acceptance, responsibility, forgiveness and love. 

The production had considerable merit. 

Carefully weighing all the relevant factors, the Board was of the view that an “M” 
classification was the appropriate one which carries with it a recommendation that the 
film is suitable for mature audiences 16 years and over. The Board did not consider 
that this film should be given a restricted classification.
